1. The applicant is renewing a request for a change in the zoning of
a triangular lot at the northeast corner of Emst 1lth Street and
Progpect Avenue which was denied by the Board of Adjustment and the
City Council in August of 1947,

2. The applicant originally requested a varimtion from the Board te
permit the erection and aperation of a cafe and ice house after
having practlicslly completed the bulldirngs withoul securing a bulld-
ing permit for this construction, which vaxriation was denied. He then
filed an application for a change in zoning so that the bulldings
might be used for business purposes.

3. This property ie located in = residence srea, so designated and so
developed, and is epproximately three blocks from the Hosewood
Houslng Profect, and there is & community center now ezxisfling at
Fast 1lth and Chicon Streets and commercial districis along Zast
